LONDON, Aug. 13.—Memories of 
the late war and vivid pictures of 
the next great struggle will be 
brought to London's seven million 
inhabitants this week when the met- 
repelis becomes the rallying point 
of attack and defence by 356 aere- 
planes.

WORK FOR THE LEAGUE 


Japan may not be planning to make | 
war the instrument of its national policy in | 
Manchuria. But it has taken a course | 
which will make war inevitable should the | 
Nationalist government of China persist | 
in trying to extend its authority over that 
province. 

Neither the Nationalist leaders nor | 
foreign governments have been left in any | 
degree of uncertainty as to Japan's inten- 
tions in Manchuria. In effect it has de- 
clared fhat province to be a neutral state 
| under Japanese protection. 

Whether it is to be war or peace in the 

Orient depends now upon Pekin, not 
, Tokio. Japan has deliberately passed the 
initiative to the Nationalists, and has re- 
peatedly warned them of the consequences 
if they refuse to accept the status quo. 
This would seem to be a situation in 
| which the League of Nations could, with 
| chances of success, offer its services as an 
intermediary. Intervention has not been | 
asked for, but neither Japan nor Pekin | 
| could refuse to accept such an offer with 
impunity. 

Ostensibly Japan is interested in pro- 
tecting Japanese residents and Japanese 
‘interests in Manchuria, not in acquiring 
actual ownership of the territory. If inter- | 
national guarantees were given in respect 
| to the rights and property of Japanese in 
| 


Manchuria, an arrangement would not 
seem to be impossible. 

A difficulty is that the Nationalist gov- 
ernment is a government only by right of 
| might. It has no valid claim to represent 
the people of China. But if wars are to be 
prevented, some risks must be taken. The 
Nationalists being actually in contral, they 
ore the only body with which the League 
could deal. 


iH CANADA AND THE U. S. 


Hard times in the United States do not 
necessarily mean hard times for Canada | 
a few months or a year hence. That coun- 
try has as far as possible relieved Canada | 
of commercial dependence upon it, by | 
Shutting its doors to Canadian products | 
|| and thus compelling us to find buyers else- 
| where. And the more conditions discour- 
age the investment of capital in the United 
States, the more United States capital will 
| flow into Canada seeking investment. 
There is ripening in Canadian fields 
|| now a crop of wheat which will probably 
| total 500,000,000 bushels. It is wheat of 
the kind which the United States must im- | 
port in moderate quantities, and of the | 
kind against which United States wheat 
cannot compete in the markets of Europe. 
That crop represents a_ half billion or 
more of “new dollars’ which Canada will 
draw from Europe, regardless of whether | 
conditions in the United States are good 
or bad. 

The position in respect to wheat illus- 
trates the general position of Canada in | 
relation to the United States. The Do- | 
minion is now more economically independ- 
ent of its neighbor than it has ever been, 
and is growing more independent daily 
The United States buys nothing from 
Canada that it can produce at home: and it | 
will have to go on buying from us news- 
print and the other chief items in the list 
whether times there are good or other- 
wise. 

The tradition that a depression in the | 
United States forecasts a depression in 
Canada no longer holds. On the contrary 
a period of restricted credit, dull business | 
and scarce employment in the United | 
States may stimulate conditions in Canada 
for the same reasons that easy money. 
frenzied business and unlimited employ- 
ment there heiped to make Canadians dis- 
satisfied and the Dominion less prosper- 
ous a few years ago. ‘ 


MONEY AVAILABLE FOR CROSSINGS 


To place safety devices at railway 
crossings involves a fairiy heavy expendi- 
ture per crossing.

which parliament intended it. There are, 
for instance, quite a number of crossings 
in Edmonton where some of this money 
could be very properly and very profitably 
spent.

All this suggests a general program 
of adjustment of the necessities of 
output to the yet more important 
conditions of human effort, It’s a sat- 
isfactory conclusion that it doesn't 
pay to be a slave-driver, even from 
the driver's point of view.
